CHAPTER  889. 

AN  ACT  FIXING  THE  TIME  FOR  THE  ELECTION  OF  TOWN   Approved

OFFICERS  IN  THE  TOWN  OF  NORTH  PROVIDENCE. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  electors  of  the  town  of  North  ^^=^^ 
Providence  on  the  first  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  j^l  ^^  ^^^ 
Monday  in  November,  in  the  year  1912,  and  bi- 
ennially thereafter,  shall  by  ballot  elect  a  moderator, 
a  town  clerk,  seven  councilmen,  a  town  treasurer, 
a  town  sergeant  and  a  highway  commissioner.  The 
electors  of  the  town  at  the  annual  election  in  the 
year  1912  shall,  by  ballot,  elect  two  members  of  the 
school  committee  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  at 
the  biennial  election  in  the  year  1914,  shall  elect 
five  members  of  the  school  committee  for  the  term 
of  two  years.  All  the  officers  whose  election  is  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section  shall  be  voted  for  on  one 
ballot,  and  the  polls  shall  be  kept  open  from  eight 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  six  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon. 

Sec.  2.    Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  Town  coundi 
of  any  existing  officer  of  said  town,  who  was  elected  ^»»«°- 
by  the  people  for  a  term  of  more  than  one  year,  or 
of  his  successor  in  said  office  elected  to  fill  such  va-

their  several  offices.

Section  1.  In  the  town  of  North  Smithfield 
the  caucuses  of  all  political  parties  shall  be  hdd 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
such  provisions  shall  apply  only  in  said  town.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  act,  a  political  party  is  hereby 
defined  to  be  one  which  at  the  next  preceding  annual 
election  of  state  officers  cast  for  its  candidate  for 
governor  at  least  two  per  cent,  of  all  the  votes  cast 
in  the  state  for  that  officer.  Caucus  and  convention 
nominations  shall  be  made  only  by  political  parties.

The 
general  management  of  the  affairs  of  each  political 
party  in  such  town  shall  be  vested  in  its  town  com- 
mittee, subject  to  the  rules  and  regulaticMis  which 
the  state  committee  of  such  political  party  shall 
make.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  any  of  the  offi- 
cers or  in  the  membership  of  said  town  committee 
shall  be  filled  by  such  committee.

erly to  the  northeast  bound  of  the  Howard  W.

Said  district  may  have  a  common  seal,  sue  and  be 
sued,  and  enjoy  the  other  powers  generally  incident 
to  corporations. 

Sec.  2.  The  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  district 
qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs  on  propositions  to 
impose  a  tax  for  the  expenditure  of  money  and  all 
inhabitants  of  said  town  so  qualified  who  are  the 
owners  of  real  estate  withm  said  district,  shaU  be 
eligible  to  vote  and  act  in  all  meetings  of  the  corpora- 
tion.

The  qualified  voters  of  the  district  at  m  annual  meet- 
each  annual  meeting,  and  at  any  other  meeting  when  ;^^^^^^ 
vacancies  occiu*,  may  elect  ofl&cers  to  serve  one  year, 
or  imtil  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  imtil  others 
may  be  chosen  in  their  stead;  which  officers  shall 
consist  of  a  moderator,  clerk,  treasurer,  three  assess- 
ors, and  a  collector  of  taxes,  whose  duties  and  powers 
within  said  district  shall  be  such  as  like  officers  of 
towns  in  this  State  have  in  their  respective  towns.

throughout  the  district  and  beyond  the  same  in  the 
town  of  Glocester,  and  for  operating  and  maintaining 
any  works  estabUshed  for  the  purposes  aforesaid; 
for  the  payment  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  dis- 
trict; the  payment  of  such  police  force  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  property  of

M^^o*by  Sec.  6.  Said  district  at  any  legal  meeting  shall 
have  the  power  to  enact  by-laws  prescribing  the 
duties  of  fire  wardens,  and  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
district  in  the  time  of  conflagration,  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enforcing  the  commands  of  the  fire  wardens, 
and  appoint  officers  suppressing  disorder  and  tumult,

April  26,  1912. 

LOCATE,  MAKE,  CONSTRUCT,  MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE 
A  STREET  RAILWAY  SUBWAY  OR  TUNNEL  AND   AP- 

I  PROACHES  THERETO   THROUGH   COLLEGE   HILL,   SO- 

I  CALLED,  IN  THE  CITY  OF  PROVIDENCE. 


It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Rhode  Island  Company  at  its 
expense  may  locate,  make,  construct  and  maintain  a 
subway  or  tunnel  and  approaches  thereto,  and  build 
and  operate  a  double  track  railway  therein  and  there- 
on for  street  car  travel  through  a  part  of  College  Hill, 
so-called,  in  the  city  of  Providence,  beginning  at  the 
eaisterly  line  of  North  Main  street  at  and  southerly 
of  the  southeasterly  comer  of  North  Main  and  Water- 
man streets,  and  extending  from  said  easterly  line 
of  North  Main  street  to  the  westerly  line  of  Thayer 
street,  the  same  to  be  located  substantially  as  delin- 
eated on  the  accompanying  plan  marked  "Plan 
for  a  Tunnel  for  Street  Cars  Only  from  the  Easterly 
Side  of  North  Main  street  to  the  Westerly  Side  of 
Thayer  Street.     Scale,  40  feet  per  inch.     September 
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27,1911.  038109;"  and  may  acquire  or  take  for  high- 
way purposes  the  lands  not  included  in  Fones  alley 
required  for  the  roadways  beside  the  location  near 
and  to  Thayer  street  as  shown  on  said  plan,  and  upon 
such  acquisition  or  taking  shall  build  said  roadwa3'S  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works 
of  said  city,  and  upon  the  completion  of  said  subway 
or  tunnel  and  approaches  shall  convey  the  lands 
acquired  or  taken  for  said  roadways  to  said  city  for 
highway  purposes;  and  relative  to  prosecuting  the 
work  may  operate  cars  propelled  by  electric  power  in 
and  over  the  streets  of  the  city  so  far  as  may  be  reason- 
ably necessary  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  materials 
of  any  kind  to  and  from  the  work,  and  excavated 
matters  therefrom,  and  shall  wholly  complete  all 
said  work  within  two  years  from  the  date,  when  the 
legal  title  to  said  location  shall  be  vested  in  said 
company.  The  designs  of  the  portals  of  the  tunnel 
and  materials  for  the  facings  and  other  construction 
work  about  the  portals  shall  be  such  as  are  satisfactory 
to  the  mayor  and  commissioner  of  public  works  of 
said  city.  Upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  said  plan 
shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
state. 

Sec.  2.  When  said  subway  or  tunnel  is  ready  for 
use,  and  street  cars  are  operated  therethrough,  said 
^  company  shall  discontinue  operating  the  street  car 
service,  and  remove  the  railway  tracks  and  appur- 
tenances thereof  in  College  street,  Prospect  street, 
Waterman  street  and  Angell  street  from  the  con- 
nections with  the  street  railway  system  existing  m 
Market  square  to  connections  with  said  system  at  or 
near  Brown  street,  and  the  westerly  track  in  North 
Main  street  from  a  connection  in  Market  square  to  a 
connection  at  or  near  Steeple  street,  and  the  easterly 
track  in  North  Main  street  from  a  connection  in 
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Market  square  to  the  connection  with  a  proposed 
single  track  from  Canal  street  to  and  into  North 
Main  street  shown  on  said  plan. 

Sec.  3.  Said  city  of  Providence  shall  have  the 
right  at  any  time  upon  not  less  than  one  year's 
previous  notice  in  writing,  to  purchase  from  said 
The  Rhode  Island  Company^  or  its  succes3ors  in 
interest,  said  subway  or  tunnel  and  approaches 
thereto,  and  the  railways  and  appurtenances  therein 
or  thereon,  and  the  location  thereof,  between  said 
easterly  line  of  North  Main  street  and  said  westerly 
line  of  Thayer  street,  at  a  price  equal  to  the  actual 
cost  thereof,  but  not  including  therein  any  expense  of 
repairs  or  maintenance  or  other  expense  arising 
subsequent  to  the  time  the  same  shall  be  ready  for 
use;  and  said  The  Rhode  Island  Company,  and  its 
successors  in  interest,  shall  keep  and  preserve  an 
accurate  accoimt  of  said  cost,  sufficient  in  detail  to 
show  the  same  with  certainty,  and  the  vouchers 
therefor,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
said  city  of  Providence,  its  duly  authorized  officers  or 
agents,  and  upon  the  completion  in  condition  for 
use  of  said  subway  or  tunnel  and  approaches  thereto, 
and  the  railways  and  appurtenances  therein  or 
thereon,  and  the  determination  of  the  total  cost  of 
the  same,  shall  file  with  the  city  auditor  of  said  city 
its  statement  in  writing  of  said  cost.  In  case  the 
city  coimcil  of  said  city  of  Providence  shall  not 
object  to  said  statement  of  cost,  within  six  months 
from  the  time  the  same  shall  be  filed  with  said  city 
auditor,  the  same  shaU  be  conclusive,  and  both  said 
city  of  Providence  and  said  The  Rhode  Island  Com- 
pany, and  its  successors  in  interest,  shall  be  estopped 
from  at  any  time  claiming  that  said  cost  as  so  stated 
is  not  such  correct  actual  cost.     In  case  said  city 

council  within  said  time  shall  object  to  said  state- 
so 
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ment  of  said  cost,  and  shall  cause  said  The  Rhode 
Island  Company,  or  its  successors  in  interest,  to  be 
notified  in  writing  that  it  requires  said  actual  cost 
to  be  determined  by  arbitration,  the  same  shall  be 
so  determined.  In  such  latter  case,  said  city  council 
in  behalf  of  said  city  of  Providence  and  said  The 
Rhode  Island  Company,  Or  its  successors  in  interest, 
shall  each  select  an  arbitrator,  and  give  the  other 
party  written  notice  thereof,  accompanied  by  a  copy 
of  the  written  acceptance  of  the  appointment  by  the 
arbitrator,  not  later  than  thirty  days  from  the  time 
of  such  notice  requiring  said  arbitration,  and  if 
either  of  the  parties  shall  fail  so  to  do,  the  arbitrator 
appointed  by  the  other  party  in  comformity  here- 
with shall  be  the  sole  arbitrator.  The  two  arbi- 
trators so  appointed  shall  select  a  third  arbitrator, 
but  if  they  fail  to  agree  upon  such  third  arbitrator 
within  fifteen  days  after  the  appointment  of  both 
such  two  arbitrators,  the  third  arbitrator  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  chief  justice  of  the  supreme  court 
of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  The  arbitrators  shall 
give  the  parties  and  their  counsel  opportunity  to  be 
heard  and  to  present  their  evidence,  and  shall  make 
their  determination  in  .writing,  and  deliver  a  signed 
copy  thereof  to  each  of  the  parties,  which  determina- 
tion  by  a  majority  of  the  arbitrators  or  by  the  arbi- 
trator, if  but  one,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.  If 
any  arbitrator  for  any  reason  shall  not  serve  or  con- 
tinue to  serve,  such  vacancy,  within  thirty  days 
after  notice  of  its  occurrence,  shall  be  filled  in  like 
manner  as  the  original  appointment  of  such  arbitra- 
tor, and  notice  of  the  new  appointment  accompanied 
by  a  copy  of  the  written  acceptance  of  such  new 
arbitrator  shall,  within  said  period  of  thirty  days,  be 
given  to  each  party  concerned  not  making  the  ap- 
pointment  and   to   the   remaining   arbitrators.    If 
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such  vacancy  or  notice  be  not  so  filled  or  given,  the 
same  shall  be  filled  by  said  chief  justice.  All  fees 
and  expenses  of  the  arbitrators  shall  be  paid  by  both 
parties  equally,  and  every  such  arbitrator  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  employed  by  both  parties.  In  case 
at  the  time  of  such  purchase  said  subway  or  tunnel, 
and  approaches  thereto,  and  the  railways  and  appur- 
tenances therein  or  thereon,  or  any  part  or  parts  of 
any  of  the  same  shall  be  out  of  repair  or  in  a  damaged 
condition,  or  shall  not  be  substantially  in  as  good 
condition  for  use  as  when  constructed,  the  price  there- 
for and  for  said  location  shall  be  said  cost,  less  the 
amount  of  money  required  to  put  the  same  in  proper 
and  such  good  condition. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  such  purchase,  if  said  city  of 
Providence  shall  not  then  own  the  railway  system 
in  said  Providence  connecting  with  said  subway  or 
tunnel,  said  city  of  Providence  forthwith  shall  give, 
and  said  The  Rhode  Island  Company,  or  such  com- 
pany as  shall  succeed  it  in  interest,  shall  take  a  lease 
of  said  subway  or  tunnel  and  approaches  thereto, 
and  the  railways  and  appurtenances  therein  or  there- 
on and  the  location  therefor,  and  the  exclusive  use 
thereof,  for  so  long  a  time  as  said  The  Rhode  Island 
Company,  or  its  successors  in  interest,  shall  have  the 
exclusive  right  as  lessee  or  otherwise,  to  maintain,  use 
and  operate  street  railways  as  now  or  hereafter 
located  and  constructed  in  the  streets  in  said  city,  in 
which  the  tracks  of  the  same  as  lessee  or  otherwise 
may  be  lawfully  located  subject  to  the  right  of  revo- 
cation by  said  city  or  the  city  council  thereof  in  the 
exercise  of  its  powers  for  the  time  being,  and  for 
such  amoimt  of  annual  rental  as  shall  be  just  and 
equitable  to  both  parties  in  view  of  said  purchase 
price,  and  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties. 
In  case  the  parties  fail  to  agree  upon  such  rental 
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within  six  months  from  the  date  said  city  shall  have 
given  said  one  year 's  notice  of  purchase,  either  party 
may  give  the  other  party  notice  in  writing  that  it 
requires  such  rental  to  be  determined  by  arbitration, 
and  the  same  shall  thereupon  be  determined  by 
arbitration  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same 
eflfect  as  provided  in  the  next  preceding  section. 
Such  rental  shall  be  payable  semi-annually,  and  such 
lease  shall  provide  during  all  the  time  of  the  con- 
tinuance of  said  lease  that  the  lessee  shall  keep  and 
maintain  said  subway  or  tunnel  and  approaches 
thereto,  and  the  railway  tracks  and  appurtenances 
therein  or  thereon,  at  its  own  expense,  in  good  and 
safe  repair,  and  substantially  in  as  good  condition  as  at 
the  time  of  the  beginning  of  said  lease;  and  that  said 
city  of  Providence  shall  not  be  Uable  to  any  person  for 
any  negligence  relative  to  the  construction,  ill-con- 
struction in  plan  or  execution,  condition,  mainte- 
nance, lack  or  repair,  care,  use  or  operation  in  any 
manner  of  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  and  that  the 
lessee  shall  be  solely  responsible  and  liable  therefor. 
Upon  the  termination  of  said  lease,  said  The  Rhode 
Island  Company,  and  its  successors  in  interest,  shall 
have  the  right,  for  so  long  a-  time  as  it  or  they  shall 
operate  street  railways  in  said  city,  to  use,  but  not 
exclusively  use,  said  subway  or  tunnel  and  approaches 
and  tracks  therein  or  thereon  for  due  consideration 
and  upon  such  reasonable  terms  and  conditions  as 
may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  in 
interest,  or  in  default  of  such  agreement,  within  three 
months  from  the  date  of  the  termination  of  said 
lease,  as  shall  be  determined  by  arbitration  in  the 
same  manner  and  with  the  same  efiFect  as  provided 
in  the  next  preceding  section  hereof.  When  that 
certain  lease  from  the  Union  Railroad  Company  to 
said  The  Rhode  Island  Company,  dated  June  24, 
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1902,  under  which  said  latter  company  operates  the 
street  railways  within  said  city  of  Providence  shall  be 
ended,  said  Union  Railroad  Company,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  and  its  lessor,  the  Providence  Cable 
Tramway  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
have  the  right  to  reconstruct,  maintain,  use  and  ope- 
rate any  or  all  of  its  or  their  tracks,  rails,  poles, 
wires,  cables  and  appurtenances  in  said  College  street 
and  other  streets,  removed  imder  authority  hereof, 
the  same  as  if  not  discontinued,  unless  said  compan- 
ies, their  successors  or  assigns,  or  any  lessee,  Ucensee 
or  other  person  with  title  or  right  acquired  from  said 
companies,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall  accept  the 
legal  right  to  use  said  tunnel  and  approaches  and 
operate  cars  therethrough  in  lieu  of  their  present 
location  or  right  of  way  in  said  College  street  and 
other  streets,  or  unless  they  waive  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  said  The  Rhode  Island  Company  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  acquire  a  loca- 
tion not  exceeding  fifty  feet  in  width  between  said 
easterly  line  of  North  Main  street  and  said  westerly 
line  of  Thayer  street,  in  the  course  substantially  as 
shown  on  said  plan,  and  also  any  necessary  lands  not 
included  in  Fones  alley  for  the  roadways  beside  the 
location  near  and  to  Thayer  street  as  shown  on  said 
plan,  and  to  acquire  by  condemnation  from  time  to 
time  such  lands,  and  such  interests  and  estates  in 
lands,  as  said  Company  may  from  time  to  time  take 
for  said  location  and  roadways  in  the  manner  herein- 
after provided. 

If  in  acquiring  the  location  hereinbefore  authorized 
to  be  acquired  said  company  shall  take  in  fee  two- 
thirds  or  more  of  any  tract  or  parcel  of  land,  improved 
or  imimproved,  it  may  also  acquire  or  take  by  the 
same  condemnation  proceedings  or  otherwise  the 
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remaining  portion  of  such  tract  or  parcel  of  land, 
and  any  such  remnant  of  land  or  part  thereof, 
found  at  any  time  not  to  be  required  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  may  be  sold  and  conveyed  by  said  com- 
pany. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  said  company  may  take  any 
lands,  or  any  interests  or  estates  therein,  it  shall 
file  in  the  superior  court  in  Providence  county, 
a  certificate  containing  a  general  description  of 
such  lands,  and  a  statement  of  the  estates  and 
interests  therein,  which  are  taken,  and  a  list  of 
the  owners  thereof,  and  the  persons  interested 
therein,  so  far  as  may  be  known  to  said  company. 
Said  certificate  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  plat  show- 
ing the  location  of  such  lands,  and  shall  contain  a 
notice  that  said  company  will  give  such  security  as 
the  court  may  require  for  the  payment  of  all  such 
costs  and  damages  as  may  be  finally  awarded  to  any 
person  interested  in  the  lands  taken  in  the  proceed- 
ings conmaenced  by  the  filing  of  such  certificate. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  certificate  and 
plat  the  court  shall  enter  an  order  fixing  the  time  when 
and  the  place  where  all  persons  interested  in  the  lands 
in  said  certificate  described  may  appear  before  said 
court  and  be  heard  with  reference  to  the  appointment 
of  commissioners  to  appraise  the  damages  sustained 
by  them  by  such  taking  and  the  security  to  be  given 
by  said  company  for  damages  and  costs;  and  the 
clerk  of  said  court  shall  thereupon  issue  a  notice, 
directed  to  the  persons  named  in  said  certificate  and 
to  all  other  persons  interested  in  said  lands,  contain- 
ing the  substance  of  said  certificate  and  said  order, 
which  notice  shall  be  served  by  publication  for  such 
time  and  in  such  newspaper  or  newspapers  as  the 
court  may  prescribe. 
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Sec.  8.  At  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  said 
notice,  or  at  any  adjournment  therefrom  ordered  by 
the  court,  the  court,  after  hearing  the  parties  inter- 
ested  who  may  appear  and  desire  to  be  heard,  shall 
proceed  to  fix  the  security  to  be  given  by  said  com- 
pany for  damages  and  costs,  and  appoint  three 
suitable  persons  as  commissioners  to  appraise  the 
damages  sustained  by  the  persons  interested  in  the 
lands  described  in  said  certificate  by  reason  of  the 
taking  of  said  lands  or  of  any  interest  or  estate 
therein.  Any  vacancies  in  said  commission  which 
may  occur  from  time  to  time  shall  be  filled  by  the 
court,  upon  application  of  any  party  interested  in 
said  proceedings  and  upon  such  notice  as  the  court 
may  direct. 

Sec.  9.  Said  commissioners,  before  they  proceed 
to  execute  their  duties,  shall  be  sworn  to  a  faithful 
and  impartial  discharge  thereof,  and  shall  give  reason- 
able notice,  by  publication  or  otherwise,  in  such 
manner  as  the  court  may  direct,  to  all  persons 
interested  to  file  their  claims,  if  any  they  have  which 
have  not  been  released  to  said  company,  with  the 
clerk  of  said  court  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of 
said  notice.  At  the  end  of  the  time  allowed  for 
filing  such  claims,  or  of  any  extension  thereof,  the 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  fix  a 
time  and  place  for  hearing  all  persons  interested,  as 
to  the  damages  by  them  sustained,  and  shall  give 
notice  of  such  hearing  by  publication  in  one  or  more  of 
the  newspapers  published  in  the  county  where  said 
lands  are  situated,  once  a  week  for  at  least  three 
weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  such  meeting,  and  shall 
give  further  notice,  if  any,  as  the  court  may  direct. 
At  the  time  and  place  fixed  for  said  hearing,  or  at  any 
adjournment  therefrom,  the  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  proceed  to  hear  the  parties 
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interested,  with  their  allegations  and  proofs,  and 
shall  examine  the  premises;  and  shall  estimate  all 
such  damages  as  they  think  any  person  or  persons 
interested  have  sustained  by  the  taking  of  said  lands 
or  any  interest  or  estate  therein.  And  the  conunis- 
sioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  make  return  of 
their  doings,  and  of  the  damages  assessed  by  them, 
as  soon  as  may  be,  to  the  court  from  which  they 
received  their  appointment,  with  their  fees  marked 
thereon;  which  fees,  being  first  allowed  by  the  court, 
shall  be  forthwith  paid  by  said  company. 

Sec.  10.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the, report  of  said 
commissioners,  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  open  the 
same,  and  shall  give  public  notice,  by  advertisement 
for  such  time,  and  in  such  newspaper  or  newspapers 
as  the  court  may  prescribe,  that  such  report  has 
been  received  and  opened  and  that  the  same  may  be 
examined  by  any  party  interested  therein;  and  either 
said  company,  or  any  other  party  aggrieved  by  any 
award  made  by  said  commissioners,  or  refusal  of 
award  by  said  commissioners,  may  claim  a  jury  trial 
upon  any  claim  of  damages  thereby  awarded  or 
refused,  and  may  file  a  claim  for  such  trial  with  the 
clerk  of  said  court,  at  any  time  within  three  months 
from  the  opening  of  such  report.  And  such  claim 
shall  stand  for  trial  by  jury,  upon  proper  issues 
based  upon  such  claim,  as  other  civil  cases  upon  the 
docket  of  such  court,  and  shall  be  tried  therein  in 
every  respect  as  other  civil  cases  are  there  tried, 
including  the  right  to  except  to  the  rulings  and  to 
apply  for  new  trial  for  cause.  But  if  the  party  claim- 
ing such  jury  trial  shall  not  therein  obtain  a  verdict 
more  favorable  to  such  party  than  the  award  of  said 
commissioners,  such  party  shall  pay  costs  to  the 
adverse  party;  and  if  any  party  claiming  such  jur\^ 
trial  shall  obtain  therein  a  verdict  more  favorable 
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than  the  award  of  said  commissioners,  such  party 
shall  recover  his  or  its  costs  from  the  adverse  party. 

Sec.  11.  The  rei)ort  of  the  commissioners  shall  be 
confirmed  by  the  court,  after  being  so  corrected  as  to 
conform  to  the  findings  of  the  jury  in  cases  where  a 
jury  trial  is  claimed;  and  upon  such  confirmation, 
execution  or  executions  for  the  damages  fixed  by  said 
report  as  confirmed  shall  issue  against  said  company 
as  upon  a  judgment,  in  due  course  of  law. 

Sec.  12.  Whenever  said  company  shall  have  given 
the  security  fixed  by  the  court  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided it  may  immediately  enter  upon,  take  possession 
of,  and  use  such  lands. 

Sec.  13.  Said  company  may  abandon  any  lands, 
or  any  interests  or  estates  therein,  taken  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  by  filing  a  notice  of  such 
abandonment  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court 
in  which  the  proceedings  hereinbefore  provided  for 
are  pending,  at  any  time  before  confirmation  of  the 
report  of  the  commissioners  appointed  to  assess 
damages.  If  said  company  shall  not  have  entered 
upon,  taken  possession  of,  or  used  lands  so  abandoned, 
or  any  interest  or  estate  therein,  prior  to  the  filing 
of  such  notice  of  abandonment,  all  proceedings  for 
the  assessment  of  damages  for  the  taking  of  the  land, 
or  the  interests  or  estates  therein,  so  abandoned  shall 
cease,  and  said  company  shall  pay  to  any  person 
interested  in  the  property  so  abandoned  all  costs  and 
reasonable  expenses,  if  any,  incurred  in  prosecuting 
for  damages  for  the  taking  of  such  land  or  estates,  or 
interest  therein,  up  to  the  time  of  such  abandonment, 
which  costs  shall  be  taxed  by  the  clerk:  Provided, 
however,  that  if  the  owner  of  said  land  so  abandoned, 
or  of  any  interest  or  estate  therein,  shall  have  suffered 
any  damage  or  incurred  any  reasonable  expense 
prior  to  the  filing  of  such  notice  of  abandonment  by 
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reason  of  any  proceedings  for  the  condemnation  of 
said  land  taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  recover  the  same  from  said  com- 
pany under  any  proceedings  instituted  under  this 
act  to  determine  the  value  of  said  land  or  of  said 
interest  or  estate  therein,  or  if  no  such  proceedings 
have  been  instituted,  then  by  an  action  of  the  case 
against  said  company.  If  said  company  shall  have 
entered  upon,  taken  possession  of,  or  used  the  lands, 
or  any  interests  or  estates  therein,  so  abandoned, 
prior  to  such  abandonment,  and  the  assessment  of 
damages  for  the  same  is  then  pending  before  Com- 
missioners or  a  jury,  then,  upon  such  abandonment, 
said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  give  such  aban- 
donment in  evidence  in  diminution  of  damages, 
paying  costs,  if  the  question  of  damages  is  pending, 
on  claim  of  jury  trial,  notwithstanding  a  diminution 
of  damages  in  consequence  of  such  abandonment 
given  in  evidence;  or  if  the  comimissioners  or  a  jury 
have  finally  assessed  the  damages,  said  company  shall 
have  a  right  to  a  revision  of  the  assessment,  and  to  a 
re-assessment,  by  petition  to  the  commissioners,  in 
order  that  the  diminution  of  damages  in  consequence 
of  such  abandonment  may  be  considered,  with  right 
of  any  party  interested  to  claim  a  jury  trial  as  in  the 
case  of  the  original  assessment. 

Sec.  14.  When  the  lands,  or  any  interests  or 
estates  therein,  in  which  any  infant  or  other  person 
not  capable  in  law  to  act  in  his  own  behalf  is  inter- 
ested are  taken  by  said  company  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  the  court  before  which  proceedings  for 
such  taking  are  pending,  may  appoint  a  guardian 
ad  litem  for  sufch  infant  or  other  person,  and  such 
guardian  may  appear  and  be  heard  in  behalf  of  such 
infant  or  other  person  at  any  stage  of  the  proceed- 
ings; and  such  guardian  may  also,  with  the  advice 
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and  consent  of  the  court  appointing  him,  release  to 
said  company  aU  claims  for  damages  for  the  lands  of 
such  infant  or  other  person,  or  for  any  interests  or 
estates  therein,  so  taken.  And  if  there  shall  be  any 
dispute  as  to  the  title  of  any  lands  or  interests  or 
estates  therein  taken  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  as  to  the  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  dam- 
ages awarded  for  such  taking,  or  if  the  person  en- 
titled to  receive  such  damages  is  uncertain  or  un- 
known, said  company  may  pay  such  damages  into 
the  registry  of  the  court  before  which  such  proceed- 
ings are  pending,  with  the  same  effect,  as  to  the  title 
of  said  company  to  such  lands  or  interests  or  estates 
therein,  as  though  such  damages  had  been  paid  to 
the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same. 

Sec.  15.  Any  court  in  which  any  proceedings 
under  this  act  shaU  be  pendmg  may,  from  time  to 
time,  order  such  other  and  further  notices  to  be  given, 
in  addition  to  those  hereinbefore  prescribed,  and  may 
make  such  other  orders,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  or  with  the  general  laws  of  the 
state,  as  may  be  required,  in  the  opinion  of  such  court 
to  protect  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  parties 
interested  in  such  proceedings.  And  any  proceed- 
ings taken  under  this  act  may  be  amended  or  corrected 
at  any  stage,  and  the  time  may  be  extended  in  which 
persons  interested  may  file  their  claims,  upon  such 
Lns  and  notice,  if  a/y,  as  the  court  may  pVescribe. 

Sec.  16.  The  costs  of  all  proceedings  under  this  act 
shall  be  taxed  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  in  which  such 
proceedings  are  pending,  and  shaU  be  paid  by  said 
company,  except  as  otherwise  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  17.  The  subway  or  tunnel  authorized  by 
this  act  shall  be  so  built  and  at  all  times  kept  in  such 
condition  that  the  surface  of  the  ground  above  the 
same  and  in  the  neighborhood  thereof  shall  not  there- 
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by  be  rendered  infirm  or  unsafe  for  buildings  thereon, 
and  any  failure  of  the  owner  of  said  subway  or  tunnel 
in  this  respect  shall  render  it  Uable  for  damages  to  be 
recovered  in  an  action  of  the  case :  Provided,  that  any 
action  for  such  damages  caused  by  the  construction  of 
said  subway  or  tunnel  and  approaches  thereto  shall  be 
brought  not  later  than  two  years  from  the  completion 
of  the  same,  and  any  cause  of  action  accruing  after 
such  completion  shall  be  brought  within  two  years 
from  the  time  the  cause  of  action  accrues  and  not 
after. 

Sec.  18.  The  superior  court  may  sit  at  any  time 
in  any  county  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  and  deter- 
mining any  matter  arising  in  any  proceeding  under  this 
act  requiring  to  be  heard  in  such  county  and  making 
any  order,  adjudication,  or  decree  in  such  proceeding. 

Sec.  19.  The  surface  of  any  public  highway  shall 
not  be  taken  by  any  condemnation  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  except  in  Fones  alley  at  and  near 
Thayer  street;  and  said  subway  or  tunnel  shall  be 
located  and  constructed  in  such  manner  as  not  to 
interfere  with  the  timnel  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  through  said  Col- 
lege hill,  and  so  as  not  to  damage  or  impair  the  surface 
condition  or  use  of  any  public  highway  except  as 
aforesaid,  or  any  gas  pipes,  water  pipes,  sewers  or 
conduits  of  any  nature  therein.  In  case  any  such 
damage  or  impairment  shall  occur,  said  The  Rhode 
Island  Company  shall  be  Uable  for  the  same,  and 
shall  pay  for  all  expenses  of  restoring,  repairing  or 
remedying  the  same. 

Sec.  20.  Said  The  Rhode  Island  Company  may 
from  time  to  time  issue  its  bonds  to  an  amount  neces- 
sary to  acquire  such  location,  and  to  construct  such 
subway  or  tunnel  and  approaches  thereto,  and  said 
railways,  tracks,  and  appurtenances  thereof,  and  the 
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New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  may  purchase,  hold,  guarantee  and  dispose 
of  said  bonds. 

Sec.  21.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage. 


AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  RHODE  ISLAND  POWER   Approved 

April  17,  1912. 

TRANSMISSION   COMPANY. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Jonathan  Chace,  Walter  Callender, 
Malcolm  G.  Chase,  John  0.  Ames,  Henry  I.  Harriman, 
Philip  Young,  Herbert  F.  Hinckley  and  Frank  L. 
Hinckley,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are 
hereby  made  a  body  corporate  imder  the  name  of 
the  Rhode  Island  Power  Transmission  Company, 
for  the  purpose  of  producing,  transmitting,  dil 
tributing,  buying,  selling,  leasing  and  using  elec- 
tricity for  power,  light,  heat  and  other  purposes,  and 
of  carrying  on  any  other  business  connected  there- 
with  oTk^idental  thereto;  with  power  to  purchase, 
lease,  otherwise  acquire  and  hold  all  such  real  and 
personal  property,  and  estates  or  interests  therein, 
as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  conduct 
and  prosecution  of  said  business,  and  generally  to 
do  all  things  pertinent  or  incidental  to  the  manage- 
ment and  prosecution  thereof,  with  all  the  privileges 
and  powers  in  addition  to  those  herein  specifically 
granted  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities 
so  far  as  applicable  set  forth  in  Chapters  91,  213  and 
214  of  the  General  Laws  of  Rhode  Island  of  1909,  and 
all  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto; 
and  the  grant  of  certain  powers  and  privileges  in 
said  chapters  of  the  General  Laws  or  acts  in  amend- 
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ment  of  and  addition  thereto  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  limit  or  restrict  the  powers  and  privileges  herein 
specifically  given. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation 
shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
fixed  in  amount  from  time  to  time  by  vote  of  said 
corporation.  Said  capital  stock  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  shares 
shall  be  transferable  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
provided  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  and 
shall  not  be  assessable.  Said  corporation  may  from 
time  to  time  provide  that  such  of  said  shares  as  it 
may  deem  expedient  may  be  preferred  shares  and 
may  define  the  advantages  thereof  over  the  common 
stock  and  other  terms  and  conditions  thereof  and 
may  provide  that  said  preferred  stock  shall  not  have 
any  voting  power  or  upon  what  terms  it  shall  have 
voting  power.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  issued  only  for  cash  at  not  less  than  the  par 
value  thereof  and  said  corporation  shall  not  pay 
dividends  amounting  to  more  than  an  average  of 
eight  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  such  stock. 

Sec.  3.  Said  corporation  may  acquire  by  pur- 
chase, lease  or  otherwise,  any  lands  or  any  interests, 
estates,  or  rights,  therein  for  the  location  and  construc- 
tion of  its  transmission  line  or  lines,  and  for  any  other 
corporate  purposes,  from  any  person  or  corporation 
and  may  acquire  by  purchase,  grant,  lease  or  agree- 
ment, the  right  to  locate  and  construct  its  transmis- 
sion line  or  lines  along,  across,  over  or  under  so  much 
of  the  lands,  location,  or  right  of  way  of  any  railroad, 
or  street  railway  company,  or  other  public  service 
corporation,  as  does  not  extend  along  any  highway, 
street  or  public  place,  and  any  such  railroad  or  street 
railway  company  or  other  public  service  corporation 
is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  sale,  grant  or 
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lease  or  enter  into  such  agreement  with  said  corpora- 
tion. Said  corporation  may  string,  maintain,  operate 
and  use  its  wires  across  any  highway,  street  or  public 
place,  subject  to  such  reasonable  regulations  as 
public  safety  may  require  made  by  the  city  or  town 
councils  of  the  cities  or  towns  in  which  the  same  may 
respectively  be  located  or  by  the  state  board  of  public 
roads  if  on  a  state  highway;  and  with  the  consent  of 
said  city  or  town  councils  respectively,  or  of  the 
state  board  of  public  roads  if  on  state  highways,  may 
put  up,  lay,  maintain,  repair  and  use  poles,  trans- 
mission lines,  wires,  conductors,  pipes,  conduits,  and 
other  appurtenances,  in,  through,  along,  over  or  under 
the  highways,  streets,  bridges,  and  other  public 
places  of  the  several  cities  and  towns,  subject  to  such 
reasonable  rules,  regulations  and  orders  as  may  be 
enacted  by  the  city  or  town  councils  of  the  cities  and 
towns  within  which  such  poles,  transmission  lines, 
wires,  conductors,  pipes,  conduits,  and  appurte- 
nances may  be  respectively  put  up,  laid  or  main- 
tained or  by  the  state  board  of  public  roads  if  on  a 
state  highway,  said  corporation  being  hereby  au- 
thorized to  acquire  such  rights,  privileges  and  fran- 
chises relating  to  the  conducting  and  transmission  of 
electricity  in,  through,  along,  over  or  under  highways, 
streets  and  other  public  places  within  the  limits  of 
any  towns  or  cities,  as  may  be  lawfully  granted  by 
such  towns  and  cities  respectively:  Provided^  that 
nothing  herein  shall  authorize  said  corporation  to 
string,  maintain,  operate  or  use  any  such  wire  or 
wires  across  any  highway,  street  or  public  place  in  the 
city  of  Providence  except  with  the  prior  consent  of  the 
city  council  of  said  city  and  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  said  city  council  may  prescribe;  and 
provided  further  that  said  corporation  shall  commence 
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the  construction  of  its  lines  in  this  state  on  or  before 
May  first,  A.  D.  1917. 

Sec.  4.  Said  corporation  may  issue  bonds  from 
time  to  time  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  aggre- 
gate five  himdred  thousand  dollars  par  value  and  may 
secure  the  same  by  a  mortgage  or  mortgages  of  any 
or  all  of  its  property  and  franchises;  said  bonds  and 
mortgages  to  be  in  such  form  and  to  contain  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  determined  by  said 
corporation. 

Sec.  5.  Said  corporation  shall  have  an  office  or 
place  of  business  in  the  city  of  Providence. 

Sec.  6.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Approved  AN    ACT    TO    INCORPORATE    EDGAR    M.     DEXTER    AND 

Mar.  19.  1912. 

COMPANY,   INCORPORATED. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Edgar  M.  Dexter,  Charles  N.  Bur- 
lingham  and  Charles  C.  Mumford,  their  associates, 
successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  constituted  and 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  of 
Edgar  M.  Dexter  and  Company,  Incorporated,  for 
the  purpose  of  transacting  a  brokerage  and  com- 
mission business  in  real  estate,  mortgages,  stocks, 
bonds,  debentures  and  other  obligations  and  securi- 
ties; and  with  power  and  authority  to  buy,  sell, 
hold,  transfer,  and  convey  real  estate,  leasehold 
estates,  personal  property,  stocks,  bonds,  debentures, 
notes  and  securities  of  other  corporations  and  per- 
sons, to  care  for  and  manage  real  estate,  and  for  the 
transaction  of  other  business  connected  therewith 
and  incidental  thereto,  with  all  the  powers  and  priv- 
ileges, and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities  and 
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obligations  set  forth  in  Chapters  213  and  214  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  of  all  acts  in  amendment  thereof 
or  in  addition  thereto. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  by-laws 
or  vote  of  said  corporation  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  No  stockholder  shall  transfer  his  stock 
or  any  i)ortion  thereof  without  first  giving  the  cor- 
poration the  refusal  of  the  same  at  the  lowest  price 
at  which  he  is  willing  to  sell. 

Sec,  4.  The  stock  or  shares  of  every  stockholder 
shall  be  pledged  and  liable  to  the  corporation  for  all 
debts  and  demands  due  and  owing  from  such  stock- 
holder to  the  corporation,  whether  arising  from  assess- 
ments or  installments  or  in  any  other  manner  and 
whether  overdue  or  due  at  a  day  future  and  said  stock 
or  shares  may  be  sold  for  the  payment  of  such  debts 
and  demands  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  said 
corporation  may  prescribe  and  in  case  the  proceeds 
of  such  sales  shall  be  insufficient  to  discharge  debts 
and  demands,  together  with  incidental  expenses  of 
such  sale,  the  corporation  shall  have  an  action 
against  the  debtor  for  the  balance  due. 

Sec.  5.  Said  corporation  shall  have  an  office  or 
place  of  business  in  the  city  of  Providence. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage.

GAS  AND   ELECTRIC   COMPANY.  

It  18  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1 .    Frederick  W.  Easton,  Frank  A.  Sayles , 
John  A.  Arnold,  Stephen  A.  Jencks,  John  J.  Heffeman, 
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Frank  E.  Holden,  George  Batchelor,  Frederick  S. 
Pratt,  John  W.  Hallowell,  Russell  Robb,  Edwin  S. 
Webster,  Charles  A.  Stone,  Stedman  Buttrick,  Frank 
Foster  Sherburne,  Frank  B.  Bemis,  Frederick  P. 
Royce,  Charles  H.  Darling,  George  R.  Smith  and 
Charles  E.  Ballou,  their  associates,  successors  and 
assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  under  the 
name  of  Blackstone  Valley  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany, with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject 
to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  applicable  to  such 
corporations,  set  forth  in  Chapters  91,  213  and  214  of 
the  General  Laws,  and  all  acts  in  amendment  thereof 
or  in  addition  thereto,  with  power  to  lease,  purchase, 
acquire,  hold,  possess,  exercise,  use,  enjoy  and  dispose 
of  the  property,  rights,  contracts,  powers,  pri\'ileges, 
and  franchises  of  the  Pawtucket  Gas  Company  and 
the  Pawtucket  Electric  Company,  both  corporations 
located  in  the  city  of  Pawtucket,  in  said  stat€,  and  of 
the  Woonsocket  Gas  Company  and  the  Woonsocket 
Electric  Machine  and  Power  Company,  both  cor- 
porations located  in  the  city  of  Woonsocket,  in  said 
state,  all  said  corporations  being  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island;  and  with 
power  also  to  acquire,  hold  and  dispose  of  the  stocks, 
bonds,  securities  and  obligations  of  each  and  all  of 
said  companies,  and  of  the  Pawtucket  Gas  Company 
of  New  Jersey,  a  corporation  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  and  of  the  Black- 
stone  Valley  Gas  &  Electric  Company,  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Maine. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  such  sum,  not  to  exceed  (except  as  herein- 
after provided)  four  million  dollars,  as  may  be  fixed 
from  time  to  time  by  vote  of  the  stockholders,  and 
shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each.     Whenever,   from   time   to   time,    capital  in 
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excess  of  four  million  dollars  shall  be  necessary  or 
desirable,  the  capital  stock  may  be  increased  to  a  total 
sum  not  exceeding  eight  million  dollars  in  pursuance 
of  a  vote  therefor  representing  in  amount  three- 
quarters  of  the  capital  stock  outstanding,  passed  at  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  duly  called  for  that  pur- 
pose, by  filing  in  the  oflSce  of  the  secretary  of  state  a 
certificate  of  such  vote  duly  attested  by  the  president 
and  secretary  of  said  corporation,  together  with  the 
certificate  of  the  general  treasurer  that  the  said 
corporation  has,  with  previous  payments  to  the  gen- 
eral  treasurer,  paid  into  the  treasury  for  the  use  of  the 
state  a  sum  equal  to  one-tenth  of  one  per  centum  of 
its  capital  stock  when  so  increased.  Such  an  amount, 
not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  seventy-five  per 
centum  of  the  total  capital  stock  at  any  time  issued 
and  outstanding,  as  the  stockholders  may  from  time 
to  time  determine,  shall  be  preferred  stock.  So 
much  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  as  is 
not  preferred  stock  shall  be  common  stock. 

Sec.  3.  The  holders  of  preferred  stock  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive,  out  of  the  surplus  or  net  earnings 
of  the  corporation,  as  determined  by  the  board  of 
directors,  dividends  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per 
annum,  and  no  more,  payable  semi-annually  on  the 
dates  to  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws;  and  if  in  any  year 
the  surplus  or  net  earnings  shall  not  suffice  to  pay 
such  dividend,  said  dividend  shall  be  ciunulative 
and  payable  from  the  net  earnings  of  any  subsequent 
year,  but  without  interest.  The  dividends  on  the 
preferred  stock  and  the  accumulations  thereof  shall 
have  priority  over  dividends  on  the  common  stock, 
and  no  dividend  shall  be  declared  or  paid  on  the 
conmion  stock  unless  all  cumulative  dividends  on  the 
preferred  stock  for  previous  years  and  the  accrued 
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semi-annual  dividends  on  the  preferred  stock  for  the 
current  year  shall  have  been  set  apart  or  paid. 

In  case  of  the  issue  of  new  stock,  whether  common 
or  preferred,  no  right  to  subscribe  for  or  to  take  any 
part  of  any  new  issues  at  any  time  or  from  time 
to  time  shall  accrue  to  the  holders  of  preferred  stock. 

After  payment  of  dividends  as  aforesaid  on  the 
preferred  stock,  holders  of  the  common  stock  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  all  the  remaining  dividends 
from  time  to  time  declared  and  paid  out  of  the  sur- 
plus or  net  earnings  of  the  corporation. 

In  case  of  liquidation  or  distribution  of  the  assets 
of  the  corporation,  the  holders  of  preferred  stock 
shall  receive  the  par  value  of  their  shares  and  accrued 
dividends  impaid  thereon  before  any  payment  is 
made  upon  the  common  stock,  and  the  remaining 
proceeds  of  liquidation  shall  be  distributed  among  the 
holders  of  common  stock  alone.  All  or  any  part  of 
the  preferred  stock  may  be  redeemed  by  the  corpora- 
tion, at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  at  par  and 
fifteen  per  centum  premium  and  accrued  dividends, 
and  the  directors  shall  have  full  power  to  determine 
how  the  particular  shares  to  be  redeemed  shall  be 
ascertained,  in  case  only  a  part  of  the  preferred  stock 
is  redeemed.  The  holders  of  preferred  and  common 
stock  shall  have  equal  voting  power. 

Sec.  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power, 
from  time  to  time,  to  fix  and  determine,  and  to  vary, 
the  amount  of  the  working  capital  of  the  corporation; 
to  determine  whether  any,  and  if  any  what  part  of 
any,  accumulated  profits  shall  be  declared  as  dividends 
and  paid  to  the  stockholders;  to  determine,  subject 
to  the  by-laws,  the  time  or  times  for  the  declaration 
and  payment  of  dividends,  and  to  direct  and  to  deter- 
mine the  use  and  disposition  of  any  surplus  or  net 
profits  over  and  above  the  capital  stock  paid  in;  and, 
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in  its  discretion,  the  board  of  directors  may  use  and 
apply  any  such  surplus  or  accumulated  profits  in 
purchasing  or  acquiring  its  bonds  or  other  obligations

the  case  of  shares  of  capital  stock,  such  shares  shall 
have  been  retired  for  the  purpose  of  decreasing  the 
capital  stock  of  the  corporation  to  the  extent  author- 
ized by  law. 

Sec.  5.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to 
acquire,  by  lease,  purchase  or  otherwise,  such  real 
and  personal  estate,  and  such  water  powers,  rights 
and  privileges,  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for 
the  purposes  for  which  said  corporation  is  organized, 
and  to  dispose  of  and  convey  all  such  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  and  all  other  property,  and  all  rights, 
powers,  privileges  and  franchises  which  it  may  from 
time  to  time  acquire,  have  or  enjoy,  by  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  from  time  to  time,  to  acquire,  by 
lease,  purchase  or  otherwise,  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  property,  rights, 
contracts,  powers,  privileges  and  franchises  owned, 
used,  operated,  exercised  or  enjoyed  by  the  companies 
aforesaid  organized  imder  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island,  or  any  of  them,  and  may  issue  its 
capital  stock  or  obligations  or  both,  at  not  less  than 
par,  in  payment  for  the  property,  rights,  contracts, 
powers,  privileges  and  franchises  so  acquired.  And 
said  corporation  is  also  authorized  and  empowered  to

property,  rights,  contracts,  powers,  privileges  or 
franchises  to  this  corporation,  for  a  consideration  to 
be  paid  in  cash,  shares  and  obligations  of  the  lat- 
ter, or  in  either  or  any  of  them.  If  the  property, 
rights,  contracts,  powers,  privUeges  or  franchises  of 
any  corporation  are  sold,  leased  or  otherwise  dis- 
posed of  by  such  corporation  under  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  this  section,  any  stockholder  of  such 
corporation  who  shall  not  assent  to  such  sale,  lease 
or  other  disposition,  or  who  shall  resist  or  object 
thereto,  may  at  any  time  within  ninety  days  there- 
after apply  by  petition  to  the  superior  court  to  have 
the  value  of  his  stock  determined,  such  determina- 
tion to  be  made  without  regard  to  any  depreciation 
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of  said  stock  in  consequence  of  such  lease,  sale  or 
other  disposition.  Such  stockholder  shall  deposit 
within  his  petition  the  certificate  or  certificates 
representing  his  stock  with  transfers  thereof  in 
proper  form  to  this  corporation,  and  also  a  claim  for  a 
jury  trial  upon  the  question  of  the  value  of  his  stock, 
if  he  desires  such  jury  trial.  The  court  with  which 
such  petition  is  filed  shall  cause  a  citation  thereon  to 
be  issued  notifying  this  corporation  of  the  pendency 
of  the  petition  and  fixing  the  time  within  which  this 
corporation  shall  appear  and  plead  to  the  same,  and 
this  corporation  may  also  demand  a  jury  trial  within 
the  time  so  fixed;  and  thereafter  the  proceedings 
upon  such  petition  shall  follow  the  course  of  actions 
at  law,  and  shall  stand  for  trial,  either  by  the  court 
if  jury  trial  has  not  been  claimed  by  either  party  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  or  by  a  jury  if  jury  ^rial  has 
been  so  claimed  by  either  party,  upon  proper  issues, 
based  upon  said  petition,  as  other  civil  causes  upon 
the  docket  of  such  court;  and  shall  be  tried  therein  in 
every  respect  as  other  civil  causes  are  tried,  including 
the  right  to  except  to  rulings,  decisions  or  findings, 
and  to  apply  for  new  trial  for  cause.  Upon  final  deter- 
mination, in  the  manner  above  provided,  of  the  value 
of  said  stock,  judgment  for  the  value  as  so  determined 
shall  be  entered  up  against  this  corporation,  and  shall 
be  enforceable  as  other  judgments  are  enforceable;

This  corporation  shall  in  all  cases  pay  all 
costs  of  proceedings  taken  under  this  section  for  deter- 
mination of  the  value  of  stock,  such  costs  to  be  taxed 
by  the  clerk  of  the  court,  and  to  be  recovered  as 
other  costs  are  recoverable.    The  title  to  all  stock 
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deposited  with  the  court  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall 
remain  in  the  stockholder  so  depositing  the  same  until 
the  judgment  for  for  the  value  of  said  stock  is  satisfied 
and  until  such  satisfaction  such  stockholder  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  all  the  benefits  and  to  exercise 
aU  the  rights  mcident  to  ownership  of  said  stock. 

Sec.  7.  Said  corporation  is  also  authorized  and 
empowered,  by  purchase,  lease  or  otherwise,  to 
acquire  and  to  hold  and  dispose  of  the  stocks,  bonds, 
securities  and  other  obligations,  or  the  income  and 
dividends  therefrom,  of  any  and  every  the  gas  com- 
panies, electric  lighting  companies  and  power  com- 
panies aforesaid,  and  to  issue  its  capital  stock,  bonds 
or  other  obUgations  at  not  less  than  par  in  payment 
for  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Said  corporation  is  also  authorized  and 
empowered,  from  time  to  time,  to  guarantee  the  con- 
tracts, and  the  stock,  bonds  and  other  obligations, 
and  the  dividends  and  interest  thereon,  of  any  and 
every  the  gas  companies,  electric  lighting  companies 
and  power  companies  aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  Said  corporation  shall  not,  at  any  time 
charge  in  any  city  or  town  any  greater  price  for  gas, 
electricity  or  power  than  the  ma^um  prices  which 
any  gas,  electric  light  or  power  company  whose  prop- 
erty, rights,  powers,  privileges  or  franchises  it  may 
acquire  is  actually  charging  in  such  city  or  town  for 
gas  or  electricity  at  the  time  of  said  acquisition,  the 
rates  in  all  instances  to  be  reckoned  in  United  States 
gold  coin  of  the  present  standard  of  weight  and  fine- 
ness, or  in  the  equivalent  thereof  in  actual  value  in 
other  lawful  money  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  10.  Said  corporation  may  issue  its  bonds  and 
other  obligations  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  eight

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Abraham  Horvitz,  Asriel  Kauffman, 
Louis  Morgan,  Mitchell  Brown  and  Henry  Burt, 
their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
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made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  Co-operative 
Loan,  Mortgage  and  Real  Estate  Company,  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring,  holding,  managing,  plattmg, 
improving,  leasing,  mortgaging,  selling,  transferring, 
conveying  and  otherwise  disposing  of  real  estate, 
chattel  interests  in  realty,  and  leasehold  estates,  and 
also  for  the  purpose  of  buying,  holding,  disposing  of 
and  trading  in  stocks  of  other  corporations,  bonds, 
commercial  paper,  mortgages  and  other  securities; 
the  transaction  of  a  brokerage  business  in  buying  and 
selling  and  in  otherwise  dealing  in  real  estate,  stocks, 
debentures,  bonds,  mortgages  and  other  evidences  of 
indebtedness,  and  caring  for  and  managing  estates;

AN  ACT  CONFERRING  SUPPLEMENTAL  POWERS  ON  THE 
SOUTHERN  NEW  ENGLAND  RAILWAY  COMPANY,  A 
CORPORATION  CREATED  BY  ACT  OF  THE  GBNBBAL 
ASSEMBLY  AT  ITS  JANUARY  SESSION,  A.   D.  I  QIC. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  a^  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Southern  New  England  Railway 
Company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
acquire  by  condemnation,  in  the  manner  provided  by 
its  charter,  the  following  described  tracts  or  parcels 
of  land : 
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First.  Beginning  at  a  point  where  the  easterly 
line  of  the  Pleasant  Valley  parkway  intersects  the 
northerly  line  of  Promenade  street,  and  marked  by  a 
stone  bound;  thence  westerly  in  the  northerly  line 
of  said  Promenade  street,  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
one  and  forty-four  one-hundredths  feet,  to  a  stone 
bound  at  the  southwesterly  comer  of  said  Pleasant 
Valley  Parkway;  thence  northeasterly  along  the 
westerly  line  of  said  parkway  eighty-eight  and  fifteen 
one-hundredths  feet,  to  a  stone  bound;  thence  north- 
westerly along  said  westerly  line  of  said  parkway  two 
hundred  and  twenty-four  and  twelve  one-hundredths 
feet  to  a  stone  bound;  thence  northwesterly  along 
said  line  of  said  parkway  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  and  four  one-hundredths  feet  to  a  stone  bound; 
thence  northwesterly  along  said  westerly  line  of  said 
parkway  three  hundred  and  ten  and  thirty-three  one- 
hundredths  feet  to  a  point  where  the  southerly  line 
of  Valley  street  intersects  the  westerly  line  of  said 
parkway;  thence  crossing  said  parkway  to  a  point 
where  the  easterly  line  of  said  parkway  intersects  the 
southerly  line  of  West  Park  street;  thence  south- 
easterly along  said  easterly  line  of  said  parkway  with 
an  exterior  angle  of  76°  06'  10"  between  said  parkway 
and  West  Park  street,  three  hundred  and  seven  and 
sixty-nine  one-hundredths  feet  to  a  stone  boimd; 
thence  southeasterly  along  said  easterly  line  of  said 
parkway  with  an  exterior  angle  of  170°  37'  37",  two 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  and  twenty-five  one-hun- 
dredths feet  to  a  stone  bound;  thence  southeasterly 
along  said  easterly  line  of  said  parkway,  with  an 
exterior  angle  of  168°  49'  30",  two  hundred  and 
fifty-three  and  twenty-three  one-hundredths  feet  to  a 
stone  bound;  thence  southeasterly  along  said  easterly 
line  of  said  parkway  with  an  exterior  angle  of  153° 
47'  54",  one  hundred  and  forty  and  fifty  one-hun- 
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dredths  feet  to  a  stone  bound  and  the  place  of  be- 
ginning, being  the  Pleasant  Valley  parkway,  so-called, 
situated  between  Promenade  and  Valley  streets,  in 
the  city  of  Providence. 

In  case  said  company  exercises  the  right  herein 
conferred,  it  shall  deed  to  the  city  of  Providence  a 
strip  of  land  adjoining  Rathbone  street,  sixty  feet  in 
width  and  extending  from  Promenade  street  to 
Valley  street,  and  shall  grade,  macadam  and  curb 
the  same,  so  that  the  same  shall  be  imiform  with 
Rathbone  street,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  public  works  of  the  city  of  Providence,  and 
shall  pay  to  the  city  of  Providence  for  the  diflference 
between  the  area  so  taken  and  the  area  to  be  con- 
veyed as  herein  provided,  a  price  to  be  agreed  upon 
between  said  company  and  the  city  of  Providence, 
and  failing  such  agreement,  the  price  for  such  differ- 
ence shall  be  determined  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  charter  of  said  company. 

In  case  said  company  and  said  city  of  Providence 
agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  by  said  company,  said 
city  is  hereby  authorized  to  deed  to  said  company  the 
aforedescribed  lands. 

Second.  Beginning  at  a  stone  bound  set  in  the 
easterly  line  of  Mount  Pleasant  avenue,  so-called, 
at  the  intersection  of  the  northerly  line  of  property 
belonging  to  the  State  of  Rhode  Island;  thence 
easterly  along  said  property  line  thirty-six  feet  to  a 
point  in  said  line;  thence  bearing  S  14®  57'  W  to  a 
point  in  the  northerly  line  of  the  property  of  the 
Dexter  Land  Company;  thence  westerly  along  said 
last  mentioned  Une  one  hundred  and  four  and  eighty- 
two  one-hundredths  feet  to  a  point  in  said  line; 
thence  bearing  N  14°  57'  E  to  a  point  in  the  northerly 
line  of  property  belonging  to  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island;    thence  easterly  along  said  property  line 
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seventy-four  and  sixty  one-hundredths  feet  to  the 
place  of  beginning,  being  a  portion  of  the  land  be- 
longing to  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  adjoining  the 
State  Home  and  School  in  the  city  of  Providence. 

In  case  said  company  exercises  the  right  herein 
conferred,  it  shall  cross  the  private  way  leading  to  the 
State  Home  and  School  buildings  above  grade,  and 
shall,  at  some  convenient  point,  south  of  said  place 
of  crossing,  construct  a  cattle  pass  in  manner  satis- 
factory to  the  board  of  control  of  the  State  Home 
and  School.  The  said  board  of  control  is  hereby 
authorized  to  agree  with  said  company  on  the  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  by  said  company  for  said  lands, 
and  the  general  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered,  upon  receipt  of  the  amount  agreed  upon, 
to  execute  and  deliver  to  said  company  a  deed  of  the 
aforedescribed  premises.  In  case  said  company  and 
said  board  of  control  are  unable  to  agree,  the  damages 
occasioned  by  such  taking  shall  be  determined  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  charter  of  said  company. 

Sec.  2.  Said  company  may,  within  sixty  days 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  relocate  its  railroad 
within  one  thousand  feet  of  the  center  line  of  its 
present  location  and  may  acquire  in  the  manner  and 
subject  to  the  exceptions  and  limitations  provided 
in  its  charter,  the  land  necessary  for  such  relocation. 

Sec.  3.  Said  company  may  close  to  public  travel 
West  Park  street,  in  the  city  of  Providence,  from  the 
junction  of  said  street  with  Valley  street  to  a  point 
four  himdred  and  thirty  feet,  measured  on  the 
northerly  line  of  said  West  Park  street  easterly  from 
said  junction,  and  from  the  junction  of  said  West 
Park  street  with  the  Pleasant  Valley  parkway,  so- 
called,  to  a  point  four  hundred  and  twenty  feet, 
measured  on  the  southerly  line  of  said  West  Park 
street,  easterly  from  said  last  mentioned  junction; 
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and  that  portion  of  Snow  street,  in  the  city  of  Woon- 
socket,  lying  easterly  of  the  easterly  side  line  of  Pond 
street,  and  such  closing  shall  operate  as  an  abandon- 
ment of  such  portions  of  said  streets  for  highway 
purposes. 

Sec.  4.  The  Southern  New  England  Railway 
Company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
take  and  use  for  its  corporate  purposes  those  portions 
of  the  following  public  highways  within  the  location 
of  its  railroad,  delineated  on  a  certain  plat,  entitled 
''plat  on  thirty  sheets  showing  the  location  of  the 
Southern  New  England  Railway  Company,  author- 
ized by  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island,  passed  at  its  January  session.  A,  D. 

1910,  and  amended  at  its  January  session,  A.  D. 

1911,  and  of  lands  taken  therefor,"  which  said  plat 
is  on  file  in  the  oflSce  of  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court 
for  the  counties  of  Providence  and  Bristol: 

City  of  Woonsocket :    Dean  street,  Mendon  road. 

Town  of  Lincoln:    avenue  F,  avenue  E. 

City  of  Central  Falls:    Liberty  street. 

City  of  Pawtucket:  Oakdale  street,  Columbia 
street. 

City  of  Cranston:    School  street. 

City  of  Providence:  Howe  street,  Jordan  street, 
Long  Cove  street. 

In  case  said  Southern  New  England  Railway  Com- 
pany exercises  the  right  herein  conferred  to  take  and 
use  for  its  corporate  purposes  those  parts  of  Columbia 
and  Oakdale  Avenues,  in  the  city  of  Pawtucket,  within 
the  location  of  said  railroad,  it  shall  deed  to  the  city 
of  Pawtucket  for  highway  purposes,  the  following

to  give  to  said  Hazel  street  a  width  of  forty  feet  at 
this  point. 

Also  that  portion  of  River  road,  in  the  town  of 
Lincoln,  described  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point 
where  the  center  line  of  the  Southern  New  England 
Railway  intersects  the  westerly  line  of  River  road, 
thence  southerly  along  the  westerly  line  of  said  road 
about  eighty-one  feet  to  a  point,  thence  southeasterly 
crossing  River  road  about  ninety-six  feet  to  a  point, 
fifty  feet  distant,  measured  at  right  angles,  from  the 
center  line  of  said  railway,  thence  northerly  along  the 
easterly  line  of  said  River  road  to  a  point  fifty  feet  dis- 
tant, measured  at  right  angles  from  the  center  line  of 
said  railway,  thence  northwesterly  and  parallel  to  the 
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center  line  of  said  railway  about  thirty-six  feet  to  a 
point,  thence  westerly  on  a  line  which  is  a  continua- 
tion of  the  southerly  line  of  the  present  Limerock 
road,  about  thirty-three  feet  to  a  point,  at  the  junc- 
tion of  the  present  Limerock  and  River  roads,  thence 
southerly  along  the  westerly  line  of  said  River  road 
about  fifty  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

And  also  that  portion  of  Limerock  road,  in  the  town 
of  Lincoln,  described  as  follows :  Beginning  at  a 
point  where  the  center  Une  of  the  Southern  New  Eng- 
land railway  crosses  the  northerly  line  of  Limerock 
road,  thence  westerly  along  the  northerly  line  of  said 
road  about  fifty-five  feet  to  a  point,  thence  south- 
easterly sixty  feet  to  a  point  on  the  southerly  line  of 
said  road,  thence  southeasterly  along  the  southerly

center  line,  thence  in  a  northerly  direction  crossing 
the  road  to  Berkeley  on  a  line  running  parallel  and 
fifty  feet  distant,  measured  easterly  from  the  center 
line  of  the  location  of  the  said  Southern  New  Eng- 
land Railway  Company,  a  distance  of  about  seventy- 
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seven  feet  to  a  point  on  the  easterly  line  of  the  road 
to  Berkeley,  thence  in  a  northerly  direction  along 
the  easterly  line  of  the  road  to  Berkeley,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  eighty-eight  feet  to  a  point  fifty 
feet  distant,  measured  at  right  angles  from  the  afore- 
mentioned center  line,  thence  in  a  northerly  direction 
crossing  the  road  to  Berkeley  on  a  line  running  parallel 
and  fifty  feet  distant,  measured  easterly  from  the  cen- 
ter line  of  the  location  of  the  Southern  New  England 
Railway  Company,  a  distance  of  about  one  hundred 
nine  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

In  case  said  Southern  New  England  Railway 
Company  exercises  the  right  herein  conferred  to  take 
and  use  for  its  corporate  purposes  that  portion  of 
Mendon  road,  in  the  city  of  Woonsocket,  within  the 
location  of  its  railroad  and  delineated  on  said  plat, 
it  shall  deed  to  the  city  of  Woonsocket  for  highway 
purposes,  a  strip  of  lapd  parallel  to  the  easterly  side 
line  of  the  location  of  said  Southern  New  England 
Railway  Company,  fifty  feet  wide,  southerly  of  that 
portion  of  the  road  herein  authorized  to  be  taken  and 
extending  southerly  to  a  point  one  hundred  eighty- 
three  feet,  more  or  less,  distant  from  the  center  line 
of  the  location  of  the  Southern  New  England  Rail- 
way Company,  measured  easterly  along  the  line  of 
said  Mendon  road,  and  shall  grade  the  .same,  and 
macadam  and  surface  the  same  to  the  width  of  eight- 
*een  feet,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  city  engineer  of 
the  city  of  Woonsocket. 

In  case  said  company  exercises  the  right  herein 
conferred  to  take  and  use  for  its  corporate  purposes 
that  portion  of  Liberty  street,  in  the  city  of  Central 
Falls,  within  the  location  of  its  railroad,  delineated  on 
said  plat,  it  shall  construct  a  street  fifty  feet  in  width 
and  parallel  to  the  westerly  side  line  of  the  location 
of  the  railroad  of  the  Southern  New  England  Rail- 
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way  Company,  and  connect  said  Liberty  street  with 
Dexter  street  and  grade  and  surface  the  same  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  city  engineer  of  the  city  of  Central 
FaUs. 

In  case  said  company  exercises  the  right  herein 
conferred  to  take  and  use  for  its  corporate  purposes 
that  portion  of  School  street,  in  the  city  of  Cranston 
within  the  location  of  its  railroad,  delineated  on  said 
plat,  it  shall  deed  to  the  city  of  Cranston  for  highway 
purposes  a  strip  of  land  forty  feet  in  width  and 
parallel  with  the  southerly  side  line  of  the  location 
of  the  Southern  New  England  Railway  Company  and 
extending  from  School  street  to  Howard  street,  and 
^ade  and  surface  the  same  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
city  engineer  of  the  city  of  Cranston. 

Sec.  5.  Nothing  in  an  act,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
incorporate  the  Southern  New  England  Railway  Com- 
pany," as  amended,  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
said  Southern  New  England  Railway  Company  from 
acquiring  by  condemnation  the  portions  of  the  follow- 
ing so-called  streets  comprised  withm  the  location 
of  the  railroad  of  the  said  Southern  New  England 
Railway  Company  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  superior 
court  for  the  counties  of  Providence  and  Bristol. 

Town  of  North  Providence:    Charlotte  street. 

City  of  Providence:  Langdon  street,  McGregor 
street,  Newbury  street,  Wiley  street,  Vesta  street, 
Barbara  street,  Union  street.  Prudence  street,  Pontiac 
road,  Belden  street,  Roger  Williams  avenue,  Melrose 
street,  Rugby  street,  Aldrich  street. 

City  of  Cranston :  Old  Oak  street,  Howard  street, 
Bumham  street.  Pleasant  avenue. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  who  may  be  entitled  to  dam- 
ages by  reason  of  the  taking  or  closing  of  any  of  the 
streets,  or  so-called  streets,  herein  authorized  to  be 
taken  or  closed,  shall  present  their  claims  within 
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sixty  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act  to  the  com- 
missioners heretofore  appointed  by  the  superior  court 
imder  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act, 
entitled  'An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Southern  New 
England  Railway  Company,'  "  and  such  proceedings 
shall  be  had  with  reference  to  such  claims  as  is  pro- 
vided in  said  act,  or  such  person  may  recover  the 
same  from  said  company  in  an  action  on  the  case 
to  be  commenced  within  two  years  of  such  closing. 

Sec.  7.  Said  company  may  take  in  the  manner 
and  subject  to  the  exceptions  and  limitations  provided 
in  its  charter,  such  lands  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  out  and  constructing  roads,  streets, 
private  streets,  highways  and  parkways  where  exist- 
ing roads,  streets,  private  streets,  highways  or  park- 
ways are  diverted  or  closed  by  said  company  and 
may  dedicate  the  land  so  taken  to  highway  purposes 
or  may  deed  the  land  so  taken  to  the  cities  and  towns 
in  which  said  land  is  situated  for  highway  purposes. 

Sec.  8.  Said  Southern  New  England  Railway 
Company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
locate,  construct  and  operate  such  lateral  branches 
and  spurs  in  the  cities  and  towns  in  which  said  com- 
pany is  authorized  to  locate,  construct  and  operate 
its  railroad  as  it  may  deem  advisable  to  locate  and 
construct,  and  may  take,  in  the  manner  and  subject  to 
the  exceptions  and  limitations  provided  in  its  char- 
ter, such  lands  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  location, 
construction  and  operation  of  such  lateral  branches 
and  spurs. 

The  time  for  filing  the  location  of  lateral  branches 
is  hereby  extended  to  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D. 
1913.  If  said  corporation  shall  fail  to  file  such 
location,  as  aforesaid,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
July,  A.  D.  1913,  or,  the  location  or  locations  being 
so  filed,  said  corporation  shall  fail  to  complete  the 
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construction  of  such  lateral  branches  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1915,  then  in  either  event, 
such  failure  shall  render  its  authority  to  locate,  con- 
struct and  operate  such  lateral  branches,  void  and 
of  no  effect:  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  affect  its  liability  for  damages  resulting  from  the 
location  and  construction  of  any  of  such  lateral 
branches. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage,  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

'An  act  to  incorporate  the  Moshassuck  Valley 
Railroad  Company,'  passed  at  the  May  session, 
A.  D.  1874,  and  the  acts  in  amendment  thereof," 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

''Sec.  18.  If  said  corporation  shall  fail  to  begin 
the  construction  of  the  railroad  hereinbefore  author- 
ized before  the  first  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1910,  or  fail 
to  complete  the  construction  of  said  railroad  before 
the  first  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1913,  then  and  in

Section  1.  The  act,  entitled  ''An  act  fo  incor- 
porate the  Automobile  Mutual  Insurance  Company 
of  America/'  passed  March  1,  A.  D.  1907,  as  amended 
April  28,  A.  D.  1908,  and  March  30,  A.  D.  1909,  is 
hereby  further  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

''Section  1.  Arthur  L.  Kelley,  Louis  W.  Downes, 
C.  Prescott  Knight,  Albert  H.  Sayles,  Edward  P. 
Metcalf,  Frank  N.  Phillips,  Adolph  T.  Vigneron, 
their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
constituted  a  body  poUtic  and  corporate  by  the  name 
of  Automobile  Mutual  Insurance  Company  of  Amer- 
ica, for  the  purpose  of  making  insurances  on  automo- 
biles and  their  appurtenances  against  loss  or  damage 
by  fire,  lightning,  explosion,  theft,  robbery  and  pilfer- 
age; also  against  loss  or  damage  to  property  occasioned 
by  collision  between  automobiles  and  between  auto- 
mobiles and  other  objects;  also  against  all  other  dam- 
age to  property  caused  by  automobiles,  and  against 
loss  or  damage  to  automobiles  by  any  cause  whatever 
while  on  board  railroad  cars,  steamers,  vessels  or 
other  conveyances;  also  against  loss  or  expenses 
arising  or  resulting  from  claims  against  the  assured

for  damages  on  account  of  bodily  injuries  or  death 
accidentally  suflFered  by  any  person  or  persons  by 
reason  of  the  maintenance  or  use  of  automobiles;

or  other  causes;  also  against  loss  or  dami^  by 
water  to  any  goods  or  premises  arising  from  the 
breakage  or  leakage  of  sprinklers,  pumps  or  other

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  asfoUaws: 

Section  1.  The  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Firemen's  Mutual  Insurance  Company, 
in  Providence,"  passed  at  the  May  session,  A.  D. 
1854,  as  amended  at  the  January  session,  A.  D.  1909, 
is  hereby  further  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  William  Viall,  John  Eddy,  their 
associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the 
Firemen's  Mutual  Insurance  Company,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  insurance  on  all  kinds  of  buildings  and 
other  property  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  Ught^ 
ning,  windstorms,  tornadoes,  or  earthquakes,  and 
also  against  loss  or  damage  by  water  to  any  goods, 
property  or  premises,  arising  from  the  breakage  or 
leakage  of  sprinklers,   pumps   or  other  apparatus 
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erected  for  extinguishing  fires,  and  of  water  pipes,  and 
against  accidental  injury  to  such  sprinklers,  pumps 
or  other  apparatus,  and  against  loss  or  damage  to 
property  arising  from  the  prevention  or  suspension 
of  the  use  or  occupation  of  property,  caused  by  fire, 
lightning  or  tempest  on  land  or  from  other  causes, 
and  upon  vessels,  cargoes,  goods,  merchandise, 
freights  and  other  property  against  loss  or  damage 
by  any  or  all  of  the  risks  of  lake,  river,  canal,  and 
inland  navigation  and  transportation,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  making  insurances  upon  automobiles, 
whether  stationary  or  being  operated  under  their 
own  power,  and  to  reinsure  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
the  risks  of  any  other  fire  insurance  company  doing 
business  in  this  state,  or  to  effect  reinsurances  of  all 
or  any  part  of  the  risks  taken  by  it,  and  for  all  other 
purposes  connected  therewith  or  incidental  thereto, 
with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  all 
the  duties  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  Chapters  213, 
219,  and  222  of  the  General  Laws,  and  all  acts  in 
amendment  thereof  or  in  addition  thereto  so  far  as 
they  DQAy  be  applicable  to  this  corporation. 

''Sec.  2.  In  cases  of  special  hazard  or  in  other 
special  cases,  said  corporation  may  issue  policies 
which  do  not  entitle  the  insured  to  participate  in  the 
dividends  declared  by  the  corporation  under  the 
mutual  plan  of  insurance  and  which  exempt  the 
insured  from  liability  to  assessment;  but  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  such  insurance  in  force  at  any  time 
shall  not  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  total  amount 
of  insurance  in  force  in  said  corporation. 

''Sec.  3.  Every  person  insured  on  the  mutual 
plan  by  said  corporation  shall  be  a  member  thereof 
during  the  life  of  his  policy  and  no  longer,  and  at  all 
meetings  of  the  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  if  his  insurance 
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shall  amount  to  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  ten  thousand 
dollars  of  such  insurance :  Provided j  that  no  person, 
whether  voting  in  his  own  right  or  as  the  proxy  or 
representative  of  another  or  others,  or  in  his  own  right 
and  as  such  proxy  and  representative,  shall  be  en- 
titled at  any  meeting  of  said  corporation  to  cast  more 
than  twenty  votes  in  the  aggregate. 

''Sec.  4.  The  management  of  the  business  and 
affairs  of  the  corporation  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of 
directors,  the  number  of  which  shall  be  fixed  from 
time  to  time  by  the  by-laws ;  but  the  number  in  any 
event  shall  be  some  multiple  of  three  except  as  here- 
inafter provided  in  the  case  of  a  decrease  in  the  num- 
ber of  directors.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  cor- 
poration in  the  year  1913,  and  thereafter  at  each 
aimual  meeting  of  the  corporation  there  shall  be 
elected  for  a  period  of  three  years,  successors  to  those 
directors  of  the  corporation  whose  term  of  ofiBce 
expires  in  that  year.  In  case  of  any  increase  in  the 
number  of  directors,  one-third  of  the  additional 
directors  shall  be  elected  for  the  then  unexpired 
portion  of  the  term  of  those  directors  whose  term 
shall  expire  in  the  year  in  which  such  increase  is 
made,  one-third  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the 
term  of  those  directors  whose  term  shall  expire  one 
year  next  after  such  increase  is  made,  and  one-third 
for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  of  those 
directors  whose  term  shall  expire  two  years  next 
after  such  decrease  is  made.  In  the  event  of  any 
decrease  in  the  board  of  directors,  such  decrease 
shall  be  some  multiple  of  three  and  shall  be  appor- 
tioned equally  over  the  period  of  three  succeeding 
annual  meetings,  including  the  meeting  at  which  such 
decrease  shall  be  voted,  and  the  total  decrease  shall

All  directors  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.

gate amoimt  of  such  insiurance  in  force  at  any  time

of  Newport,  in  this  state,  to  be  used  for  domestic,

Resolved,  A  majority  of  all  the  members  elected 
to  each  house  of  the  general  assembly  voting  therefor, 
that  the  following  amendment  to  the  constitution 
of  the  state  be  proposed  to  the  qualified  electors  of 
the  state  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article 
XIII  of  the  constitution  for  their  adoption,  to  be 
denominated  Article  XVII  of  amendments. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  method  prescribed 
for  the  amendment  of  this  constitution  by  Article 
XIII  thereof,  revisions  and  amendments  thereof 
may  be  considered  and  proposed  by  a  convention  to 
be  chosen  in  the  manner  following.  The  general 
assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  election  of 
delegates  to  a  convention  to  be  held  during  the  year 
1915  to  consider  a  revision  or  amendment  of  this  con- 
stitution, and  at  the  election  of  general  officers  in  the 
year  1924  and  every  tenth  year  thereafter,  the 
general  assembly  shall  by  law  provide  that  the  ques- 
tion "Shall  there  be  a  convention  to  revise  the  con- 
stitution?"  be  decided  by  the  electors,  and  in  case  a 
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majority  of  the  electors  voting  at  such  election  on 
such  question  shall  vote  in  the  affirmative,  the  general 
assembly  at  its  next  ensuing  session,  shall  provide  by 
law  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  such  convention. 
The  delegates  to  any  convention  held  imder  the 
authority  of  this  article  shall  be  chosen  in  the  same 
manner  as  members  of  the  house  of  representatives 
are  chosen,  and  each  town  and  city  shall  elect  dele- 
gates equal  in  number  to  twice  the  representation 
of  such  town  and  city  in  said  house.  The  general

The  Scout's  Oath. 

On  my  honor  I  promise  that  I  will  do  my  best  to  do 
my  duty  to  God  and  my  country;  to  help  other 
people  at  all  times,  to  obey  the  scout  law. 

The  Scout  Law. 

1.  A  scout's  honor  is  to  be  trusted.  If  a  scout 
says,  ''on  my  honor  it  is  so,''  that  means  that  it  is 
so,  just  as  if  he  had  taken  a  most  solemn  oath.  Sim- 
ilarly if  a  scout  ofl&cer  says  to  a  scout,  "I  trust  you 
on  your  honor  to  do  this,"  the  scout  is  bound  to 
carry  out  the  order  to  the  very  best  of  his  ability, 
and  to  let  nothing  interfere  with  his  doing  it.  If  a 
scout  were  to  break  his  honor  by  telling  a  lie,  or  by 
not  carrying  out  an  order  exactly,  when  trusted  on 
his  honor  to  do  so,  he  would  cease  to  be  a  scout,  and 
must  hand  over  his  scout  badge,  and  never  be  allowed 
to  wear  it  again. 

2.  A  scout  is  loyal  to  his  parents,  to  his  superiors, 
to  his  country,  and  to  his  employers.  He  must 
stick  to  them  through  thick  and  thin  against  anyone 
who  is  their  enemy,  or  who  even  talks  badly  of  them. 

3.  A  scout's  duty  is  to  be  useful  and  to  help 
others.  And  he  is  to  do  his  duty  before  anything 
else,  even  though  he  gives  up  his  own  pleasure  or 
comfort  or  safety  to  do  it.  When  in  difficulty  to 
know  which  of  two  things  to  do,  he  must  ask  him- 
self, '^Which  is  my  duty?"— that  is,  "WTiich  is  best 
for  other  people?" — ^and  do  that  one.  He  must  be 
prepared  at  any  time  to  save  life  or  to  help  injured 
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persons.    And  he  must  to  a  good  turn  to  somebody 
every  day. 

4.  A  scout  is  a  friend  to  all,  and  a  brother  to 
every  other  scout,  no  matter  to  what  social  class 
the  other  belongs.  Thus,  if  a  scout  meets  another 
scout,  even  though  a  stranger  to  him,  he  must  speak 
to  him,  and  help  him  in  any  way  that  he  can,  either 
to  carry  out  the  duty  he  is  then  doing,  or  by  giving 
him  food,  or,  as  far  as  possible,  anything  that  he  may 
be  in  want  of.  A  scout  must  never  be  a  snob.  A 
snob  is  one  who  looks  down  upon  another  because  he 
is  poorer,  or  who  is  poor  and  resents  another  because 
he  is  rich.  A  scout  accepts  the  other  man  as  he 
finds  him,  and  makes  the  best  of  it 

5.  A  scout  is  the  protector  of  girls  and  women  at 
all  times — ^and  he  holds  this  a  sacred  duty. 

6.  A  scout  is  courteous.  That  is,  he  is  polite  to 
all,  but  especially  to  women  and  children,  and  old 
people  and  invalids,  cripples,  etc.  And  he  must  not 
take  any  reward  for  being  helpful  or  courteous. 

7.  A  scout  is  a  friend  to  animals.  He  should  save 
them  as  far  as  possible  from  pain,  and  should  not 
kill  any  animal  unnecessarily — ^f or  it  is  one  of  God 's 
creatures. 

8.  A  scout  obeys  orders  of  his  patrol  leader  or 
scout  master  without  question.  Even  if  he  gets  an 
order  he  does  not  hke  he  must  do  as  soldiers  and 
sailors  do,  he  must  carry  it  out  all  the  same  because 
it  is  his  duty,  and  after  he  has  done  it  he  can  come  and 
state  any  reasons  against  it;  but  he  must  carry  out 
the  order  at  once. 

9.  A  scout  smiles  under  all  circiunstances.  Scouts 
never  grouch  at  hardships,  nor  whine  at  each  other, 
nor  swear  when  discommoded. 

10.  A  scout  is  thrifty,  that  is  he  saves  every  penny 
he  can,  and  puts  it  into  the  bank,  so  that  he  may  have 
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money  to  keep  himself  when  out  of  work,  and  thus 
not  make  himself  a  burden  to  others;  or  that  he  may 
have  money  to  give  away  to  others  when  they  need 
it- 

11.    The  scout's  motto  is  "Semper  Paratus"— 
always  prepared,
